Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  Beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 

1956. 


During  that  period  358  vessels  (including  20 
from  foreign  ports  (net  tonnage  124,515)  and  1829 
coastwise  ports  (net  tonnage  642,148),  a  total  of 


yachts)  arrived 
vessels  from 
2187  vessels. 


This  shows  an  increase  of  238  vessels  (l  15,384  net  tons) 
from  coastwise  ports,  and  a  decrease  of  133  vessels  (94,883  net 
tons)  from  foreign  ports. 


During  the  year  35 0  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  1566 
vessels  from  coastwise  x^o^ts  were  inspected  and  33  notices  for 
defects  were  served,  28  of  these  being  complied  with.  A  number 
of  minor  defects  such  as  lack  of  cleanliness  in  the  galleys  and 
crews’  quarters  were  dealt  with  by  a  verbal  caution  to  the  mas¬ 
ters  or  crew  of  the  vessels  concerned.  On  the  whole  the  standard 
of  cleanliness,  particularly  in  the  newer  ships,  is  very  good. 

The  standard  of  some  of  the  older  ships  is  not  so  good,  mainly 
by  reason  of  bad  siting  of  the  galleys. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  food 
cargoes  landed  at  this  Port.  These  include  9  vessels  loaded  with 
fruit  (apricots,  melons,  grapes  and  citrus  fruits),  lb  vessels 
with  potatoes,  1  with  carrots  and  onions,  and  in  the  general  car¬ 
goes  part  cargo  of  tinned  meats,  onions,  and  sausage  casings.  All 
the  cargoes  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  good  condition. 


All  ships  carrying  fruit,  vegetables,  and  timber  from  foreign 
ports  were  searched  during  and  on  completion  of  discharge  but  no 
traces  of  rats  were  found. 


All  the  vessels  that  may  have  called  at  an  infected  port 
during  the  voyage  were  boarded  on  arrival  but  no  cases  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  or  s ickness  were  reported. 


One  case  of  infectious  disease  (German  Measles)  was  admitted 
to  Foredown  Hospital.  This  ship  was  not  from  tn  infected  port. 
All  cases  of  V.  D.  were  referred  to  the  Brighton  or  Worthing  Clinic 
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Approval  of  the  Port  was  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
on  the  1st  of  June  1956,  and  since  then  39  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificates  have  been  issued,  2  being  issued  hy  the  Southampton 
Port  Health  Authority  jjrior  •  to  approval,  making  a  total  of  41 
Certificates.  In  addition,  4  Rodent  Control  Certificates  were 
issued  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949. 

Several  visits  were  made  to  the  pleasure  steamers  at  Brighton. 
I  understand  that  the  Minister  of  Transport  is  considering  regu¬ 
lations  concerning  this  type  of  vessel. 

I  have  obtained  from  the  Worthing  and  Brighton  V .  D.  Clinics, 
figures  for  attendances  of  seamen  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1956.  These  figures  prove  very  little  in  themselves, 
but  they  remind  us  that  these  diseases  are  quite  prevalent  in 
spite  of  modern  treatment*  Venereal  disease  is  not  notifiable 
and  figures  can  only  be  obtained  for  attendances  at  V.D.  clinics. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  A. J. 
Partridge,  for  his  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  This 
association  has  proved  a  particularly  happy  one. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
way  Mr.  Tate  has  carried  out  his  duties,  and  my  thanks  to  the 
officers  of  Her  Majesty’s  Customs  and  Excise  for  their  valued 
co-operation.
